Indianapolis, Nov. 30.—The republican 
state central committee will hold a called 
meeting here next Friday afternoon. The 
chief purpose will he to fix a date for 
holding the republican state convention. 
It is rewarded as one of tiie most im- 
portant meetings of the state committee 
that hai! been held in a long time. 


Under the new primary law the state 
convention must be held within 150 days 
after the primary and the »late must be 
set by the state committee before the 
primary is held. 
In other words, the re- 
publican convention must be held .some 
time between March 7 and August 7. Tt 
is l>elieved the state, oomvention will be 
held earlier than usual. 
Tt will probably 
be held in April and there are some who 
are saying that it should be held the lat- 
ter part of March as soon after the pri- 
mary as possible in order to get all the 
nominations made as early as possible.

To the politician, it is inconceivable 
Hft regards the presidency as the natural 
goal of every public career, and he is 
certain that even a losing fight for that 
prize as champion of a party is an honor 
to be grasped at eagerly by every ambi 
tious American. 


it is a wholesome thing, then, for the 
•politicians and ,for the nation at large 
to be reminded that there are men whose 
eyes are not dazzled by visions of the 
white house, and who recognize in the 
presidency only one of the many honor 
able offices worthy of high ability. 


Cliarles E. Huglies would ratlier have 
his present job'tlian Mr. Wilson's. He 
considers the supreme 
court of the 
United States as not inferior to the of 
fice of chief executive. He thinks he 
can serve the nation better where he is 
and he knows that he will be happier 
there. 


And Justice Hughes isnt the first man 
jvho has been so minded. AVilliam H 
Taft, it may be remembered, 
wanted 
above all otlier things, to be a supreme 
court judge, and ran for the presidency 
unwilling!^. 


It is customary in America, if a man 
shows conspicuous ability in any public 
place, to begin immediately tali<ing of 
liim for the presidency. 
It is unfor- 
tunate that this is so. There are many 
jiublic jobs beaides the presidency that 
demand first class men. Moreover, the 
ambition that this practice incites tends 
t;; make a public man dissatisfied, view 
ing wliatevcr place he may hold as a 
mere stepping stone to something higher 
—when as a matter of fact, whether it 
be a mayoralty or governorship or sen- 
atorship or judgeship or any of a dozen 
other forms of public service, it may be 
the one place in which he can do his 
liappiest work and render his most ef- 
fective service. 
Presidential ambitions 
have ruined far too many fine public 
caroors in America.

The I>utch\.'peoi)le are to be called upon 
tn pay nearly five dollar's per head more 
taxes every year into the national ex- 
chequer as. ¡a .'direct result of the war. 
Hitherto thé- annual .taxation of the 
country lias usually amounted to some- 
thing over $8p;o(]^io0.0 in roimd figures, 
or about $16i:2() per capita; but the new 
bill just* laid before parliament brings 
the annual tptal up to approximately 
$105,000,000, or $21 per capita. 


Besides increasing thé ratio of already 
existing tiix'es, tÎié-government has de- 
clined to ini'^bse o,nes which directly af- 
fect capitalists, holders of stocks and 
bonds, pensioners, persons not belonging

of its five million Inhabitants is regarded 
as a considerable further burden. 


One of the principal points of objec- 
tion by the Dutch public against the 
newly-proposed taxes ia that concerning 
the impost on railroad tickets. In this 
proposition the Dutch government has, 
knowingly or not, followed the example 
of Germany, where railroad travelers are 
taxed proportionately to the class in 
which they travel. 
The proposed tax 
here amounts to fifteen per cent, on the 
piice of the first-class tickets, eight on 
the second and three on the third. Labor- 
-ers' commutation tickets and school chil- 
dren's tickets are to escape taxation. 


Another point has aroused discussion 
everywhere—namely, the tax on front 
names—for the Dutch 
are prone to 
burden their cWldren with from four to 
six names. A glance at any Dutch direc- 
tory brings to light many instances of 
family names being preceded sometimes 
by nearly half the alphabet. 
ÎÎowever, 
the tax is evidently 
not to be very 
heavv, as the total amount it is expected 
to bring in is only about $200,000. 


Distilled liquors, tobacco of all kinds, 
beer, salt, sugar and playing cftrds are

Budapest, Ilungary, Nov. 10.—-«^Gorre- 
spondence of The Associated Press).-— 
Interned civilians in many parts of Him- 
gary are treated so leniently as to jus- 
j tify the recent statement that their in- 
j ternment is little more than 
formal. 
! ^[ost of the foreigners who remained in 
I Ilimgary after the first month or two 
i of war were of long standing in their 
Gomniunities and are not even regarded 
as in any way a menace to the welfare 
to the community. 
Although 
actually 
forced to live in formally assigned in- 
ternment camps, the trusted aliens are 
given leave whenever thej' have a good 
re:ason to as.sign. 
For example, recently 
the entire population—(only 24)—of an 
-internment camp near Budapest, were 
given a week's leave to attend the races 
at ,yienna. 
The Ilirlap tells wiiy they 
were compelled to return before their 
leave was up:

When Dr. H. J. Haiselden permitted 
the Bollinger baby to die in a Chicago 
hospital he performed a service to so- 
ciety as well as to tjie hopeless being 
he spared from a life of misery. 


No one cares about that pitiful, use- 
less lump of flesh, but the baby has 
lived not in vain because its death has 
brought us face to face with the many 
questions of eugenics and control of the 
birth rate—questions we have been side- 
stepping because we are afraid of them. 


The hue and cry raised about 
the 
"murder'' of this poor, mindless, crip- 
pled, half-dead little creature, indicates 
a deep-rooted error in American think- 
ing. 


It shows that we do not understand 
the meaning of life or its laws or its 
great, beautiful 
purposes—joy, beauty 
and achievement.

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New York Health Department Holds That Fake 


Nipples, Given As a "Comfort" Are Most Potent Cause 


Of Infant Mortality—Women Experts Explain Why the 


Germ-Communicating Pacifier Should Be Abandoned 


Beware the deadly pacifier. 
This 
IB the 
warning of 
the 
New York 
Board of Health. 
It will cause mal- 
nutrition, 
adenoids, 
anaemia 
and 
many other diseases, is the further 
warning of the hoard. 


This scientific body recently has 
taken up a fight on what it calls the 
"deadly" pacifier and claims it has 
traced many sources of disease to 
the Innocent little bit of rubber that 
is 
given a baby 
when it is fretful 
from teething or when it cries too 
long for no apparent reason. 


When a mother brings her baby 
to any of the hospitals or dispensa- 
ries in New York City the first act 
of the nurse or doctor in cliarge is 
to wrest away the "deadly" pacifier 
from the 
clinging, 
chubby hands. 
The baby may 
protest by its loud 
and dissatisfied crios, but what are 
the cries 
of a baby when 
medical 
Bcience is concerned. 


The idea of the profession is that 
the pacifier is not sterilized and in 
this is it "deadly." It often drops on 
the 
floor. 
The mother picks it up, 
wipes it on her apron and restore» 
it to the crying infant. 
Some moth- 
ers don't even take the precaution 
of wiping the nipple or pacifier aft- 
er it rolls on the floor and this is 
one of the great causes of disease 
and infant mortality, physicians ar- 
gue. 


For a nickel or for ten cents, a 
mother may purchase a whole life- 
time of trouble for herself and child. 
r O F T E Y O B 
OF OEBMS. 


The pacifier acts as a main con- 
duit through 
which 
vicious germs 
may swarm through the mouth of 
the child. Its constant use is respon- 
sible for adenoids, malnutrition, in- 
fections of the respiratory 
organs 
and 
serious 
digestive 
disorders. 
Moreover 
this 
deadly 
instrument 
which is part of the every day equip- 
ment of at least a third of the chil- 
dren seen on the streets in all sec- 
tions of the 
country, 
distorts the 
child's 
jaw and 
permanently dam- 
ages its appearance. 


Dr. S. Josephine Baker, director 
of the city's Child Hygiene Bureau 
utterly 
condemns the 
pacifier and 
believes that laws should be passed 
through the country condemning 
its 
use. 


She says: 
"In the first place the 
pacifiers 
are always 
filthy. 
The 
Pacifier is dropped on the floor, wip- 
ed off with anything 
at hand and 
thrust into the baby's mouth with- 
out being boiled, thus serving as an 
jEver fruitful source of germs. 


"Constant use of the pacifier de- 
velops adenoids and makes the baby 
a 
mouth-breather. 
It 
means also 
that the child will not inhale suffi- 
cient oxygen and consequently will 
Buffer anaemia. 


"As the child has failed to breath 
properly through 
his nose he be- 
comes languid, his appetite is im- 
pared and 
so since his appetite is 
Impaired since he does not eat prop- 
erly, his anaemic 
condition grows 
worse. 


"With adenoids come serious ear 
troubles and deafness may develop. 
Mental lassitude or what appears to 
be mental 
stupidity 
is also a fre- 
quent accompaniment of adenoids. 


"Anything 
that 
interferes 
with 
proper breathing increases the sus- 
ceptibility 
of contagious 
diseases. 
The tendency to tuberculosis is de- 
cidedly 
increased 
by 
conditions 
which arise from the use of the paci- 
fier. 


PRODUCES 
MALMJTRITIOy. 


"As the continual use of this ap- 
pliance tends to make the mouth and 
gums sore and thus interfere with 
feeding 
we have 
another 
element 
that contributes to malnutrition. Se- 
rious digestive disorders are 
pro- 
moted by the use of the pacifier. The 
child who always has a pacifier In 
his mouth swallows a great deal too 
much saliva 
because 
the constant 
.sucking of the conitorter makes the 
saliva secrete too iHtStj. 
This con- 
dition is liable tö 
to colic and 
digestive troubles. . 


"When 
there is added 
the infec- 
tion arising from the uaclean condi- 
tion of the 
pacifier 
there are fre- 
quently produced 
the gastro-intes- 
tinal diseases which are so serious 
and so often fatal to babies. 
This is 
particularly true in summer 
when 
babies are less resistant to disease 
than in winter. 


"A minor ill that may arise from 
the use of the pacifier is the disfg-

urement of the child's jaw. As the 
jaw of a baby is soft and the con- 
stant use of this appliance pushes it 
out of place and the 
disfigurement 
may be permanent. 


"It seems to me that a strong in- 
dictment of the pacifier is that there 
is so much to be said against it and 
not a single thing to be said for it. 
Except that it makes things easier 
for the 
mother. 
When 
the baby 
cries if the 
mother 
would investi- 
gate the trouble instead of thrust- 
ing the pacifier into his mouth it 
would help a good deal in the cam- 
paign to grow better babies. 


"Babies are much wiser than you 
think. 
When the baby is first given 
a pacifier 
to stop his 
crying it at 
once learns to cry in order to get 
the pacifier. 
Thus mother and baby 
become accustomed to this wretched 
habit. 


SHOULD IliTESTIGATE 
CRIES. 


"If between feeding times the baby 
cries 
without 
apparent 
caus« it 
should certainly be investigated. Oft- 
en it is for some very simple thing 
that can easily be remedied. 
Some- 
times the baby is only thirsty. Grown 
persons seem never to think that a 
baby needs water now and then. 
A 
drink of cool boiled water is good 
for a baby and often will stop his 
crying. 
Then lots of times babies 
cry 
because they 
have too many 
clothes on or because their clothes 


are too warm or tight. 


"The use of the pacifier is a lazy 
and ignorant 
habit. 
But it is uue 
much more to ignorance than indo- 
lence in most cases. 
Many mothers 
arc not in the least aware that when 
they stop baby's cries by thrusting 
a pacifier into his mouth they may 
be robbing him of health and hap- 
piness in after life. 


"In the milk stations maintained 
by the cfty we tried to educate 
the 
mothers to throw away the pacifier, 
but in order that the work might be 
done on a large scale I should like 
to see a law prohibiting the sale of 
all such appliances." 


Miss Adelaide^Thomas, head of the 
city's milk stations, 
one of whose 
duties is the summary removal of 
pacifiers from the mouths of all ba- 
lt)ies 
that 
enter the stations 
thus 
said: 


"One of the worst features of the 
use of pacifiers is that the babies go 
to sleep with them in their mouths 
and thus become mouth 
breathers. 
Their lungs do not develop properly 
and they develop into narrow-breast- 
ed children. The pacifiers contribute 
their part to making rickety children 
and children burdened with all the 
ills of malnutrition. 


"But everything about a pacifier 
is bad and nothing is good. 
Babies 
who sleep with these comforters in 
their mouths are frequently affect- 
ed to their respiratory organs so that 


they 
become 
a prey to bronchitis 
and bronchial pneumonia. Then, too, 
the use of a pacifier robs the baby 
of his natural right to a good hardy 
cry once in a while 
BUT CRTIXti IS 
ÄECESS.IRY. 


"This cry is absolutely necessary 
if his lungs and digestive organs are 
to be developed properly and his di- 
gestion to be of the best. 
A healthy 
well-cared for baby whose comfort 
is 
not neglected and 
who leads u 
normal life, is not apt to cry a great 
deal of the time even without a paci- 
fier." 


"While many mothers have taken 
the view that the pacifier not only is 
harmless but Is necessary the ma- 
jority of physicians in many parts 
of the country have condemned its 
use, principally on the ground that 
it is unsanitary. 
It is a fact that 
many babies will cast tlieir pacifiers 
from them just to get their mothers 
to play with them by stooping over, 
picking it up and after wiping it off 
restoring it to the 
child's 
mouth. 
With some children it is the only 
way they have of obtaining the ma- 
ternal recognition during a busy day 
of household 
work and 
the baby 
takes advantage of this scheme. 


"It will contentedly chew or suck 
on the rubber bit for a long time and 
ihen will suddenly 
remember that 
the mother's face has not bent over 
the cradle or crib for more than an

hour. 
Whereupon 
the 
sagacious 
youngster will 
gradually 
v/ork the 
plaything from its mouth and after 
it strikes the floor will set «p a wail. 


"The mother 
will come 
running 
and finding the pacifier on the floor 
will conclude that t'lie infant dropped 
it by accident. 
She will wipe it on 
her handkerchief, restore it to the 
child's mouth and return to her du- 
ties. 
The more often 
the pacifier 
strikes the floor the better are the 
chances of the child catching some 
disease. 


"The most deadly of intestinal dis- 
eases are those that lurk in dust and 
impure water. 
Among them are the 
bacilli 
coli 
communis 
that cause 
cholera infantum and colic. 
CONTRACTING 
ITPHOID. 


"These 
bacilli 
on leaving 
their 
first host or victim 
are 
encysted. 
That is a sort of calcareous matter 
forms about them and they remain 
in sort of a negative state of life 
until they arc communicated to their 
sew host. 
Then the shell is dissolv- 


ed by the 
hydrochloric 
acid of th® 
stomach, th^ bacilli grow into adult 
being and start their attack on the 
intestines. 


"The typhoid bacilli are known to 
have been 
communicated 
in many 
cases through this method. 
A com- 
mon source of disease is the vegeta- 
ble patch where lettuce and celery 
that has not been washed cleanly is 
taken to the table with the bacilli 
still clinging to the leaves or stalks 
and the person Avho eats soon be- 
comes infected. 
Such infection is 
more often the rule rather than the 
exception, if the 
history 
of such 
eases could be accurately traced. 


"Yet the same deadly germs that 
are in the dust that deposits itself 
on vegetables and causes infection 
also are in the dust that blows into 
homes and is left deposited on the 
carpets. If the baby's pacifier Is dir- 
tied by this dust it is natural that 
the child will develop symptoms of 
disease. 


"The idea of physicians is that a 
baby is so tender and so open to dis- 
ease and yet so little able to combat 
it that to have a healthy baby and 
to guarantee it all needed protection 
from harm no effort or 
precaution 
can be too great. 
They argue that 
it is better to rather err on the side 
of doing too much than to commit 
the fatal error of doing too little. 


"It is argued that 
babies of the 
poor, children that have no sanitary 
surroundings and even wallow 
in 
filth, are more healthy than the ba- 
bies of those who take greater cura 
«f the infants' health." 


The best answer to this is the re- 
cent remark of a physician of tha 
health department. 
He remarked: 


"One walking the 
streets of the 
Ghetto is impressed 
with the fre- 
quent saying that these children are 
stout and healthy because they are 
allowed to play in filth and it makes 
them strong. 
Yet the people who 
take this view 
cannot see beyond 
the closed blinds where many chil- 
dren who 
have been 
subjected to 
contact with filth and dirt are eithei 
dying 
or seriously 
ill of disease« 
contracted 
from these 
very same 
conditions—the dirt that is supposed 
to make poor children healthy."

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—The prin- 
cipal trouble with tlie American 
mer- 
chant marine is not that it is infiniteaim- 
ally small. 
It is not small according to 
the 
National 
Business, 
official 
maga- 
zine of the chamber of commerce of the 
United States. 
It is quite respectable 
both 
in number and tonnage. Its la- 
mentable weakness 
lies 
in dthe fact 
that it is out of all proportion to the 
enormous trade of thi^country. 


When one speaks of a merchant mar- 
ine there persists an impression 
that 
sometliing inherently 
connected 
with 
raerchants, merchandise and cargoes is 
meant, and, further, that it has to do 
with the sea. 
Yet more than 12,000-- 
nearly half—of our total merchant mar- 
ine may be said truthfully, to have more 
tt do with the land. 


Also Some Canal Boats. 


Out of a total of 26,701 registered and 
licensed vessels, there are 8,432 motor 
l-oats, 560 canal boats, and 3,221 barges, 
wliieh 
metaphorically 
speaking, 
never 
take more than a dip in salt 
water. 
There remains some 14,000 vessels to 
account for, which may have to do with 
the romance and economics of those who 
go down to the sea in ships. 


As . a matter of fast, it appears that 
less than 3.000 of these ever plough tlieir 
fi.rrow through foreign seas. 
The re- 
maining 11,000 have their life and being 
in the different waters—fresh and salt— 
Avhich make the United States, in one 
respect, unique. 
For no other of the 
leading maritime nations has so exten- 
sive a coastline, such inland seas, or such 
farwinding river navigation.

Consequently, no one seems to know, 
from authentic data, what part of our 
coastAvise trade might be dignified as a 
leputable element in the merchant mar- 
ine of a great uation. 
It is therefore 
evident—from a survey of the statistics 
of the American merchant marine—that 
the figures for the trade on the coa.sts— 
which includes adjacent sounds, bays and 
rivers—^must 
covcr a swarm 
of 
small 
schooners, steamers, motor boats 
and 
barges, as well as ocean steamers. 


Therefore, as far as the rest of the 
v.orld knows, the American flag, as seen 
in foreign trade, our merchant marine 
consists of 37 steel sailing ships averag- 
ing 1,600 tons teach, 544 wooden sailing 
vessels, averaging 600 tons, 239 wooden 
steamers averaging 300 tons, and 331 
steel steamships averaging 
3,800 
tons. 
Tliere are also 537 motor 
boats and 
1.106 barges. 


A Startling Situation. 


In large merchant .steamer?, the class 
that is fast growing in commerce and of 
a size and speed to roiuier* some assis- 
tance as naval auxiliaries, the United 
States stands third, surpassed only by 
Great Britain 
and 
vJermanv. 
But a 


glance at the grand totals and then at 
the individual figures for each coimtry 
reveals a startling situation. 
It seems 
that sixty per cent, of the big and able 
steamers in the world are owned by 
(¡ireat Britain and not seven per cent, by 
the United States. 
Here lies the root of 
all discouragement as to our merchant 
marine. 


The trade and wealth of the United 
.States has at ita disposal only about 
one-tenth 
of 
the 
shipping 
facilities 
available to the British merchant and 
manufacturer. 
To carry 
the bulk of 
our sea-borne commerce we have to rely 
on the ships of friendly na,tions. 


The estimated 
result i.i that everv 


year .$300,000.000 leave the United States 
in the form^of freight payments for de- 
posit m the coffers of fi)reign shipown- 
ers. 
Americans not only subscribe to 
the upkeep but also to the construction 
of ships of their marine 
competitors, 
li the United States is to take its prop- 
er place, it must not he content with 
mere rank;—it ranks quite high, ahead 
of France, Italy. Norway and Holland. 
Americans must have actual commercial 
sea power in proportion to their trade.

The vote by wards 
was as follows: 


First ward, votes cast, 40S: "dry" ma- 


ioritv, 11; Second ward, votes cast, 342; 
"wet" majority. 48: Third ward, votes 
cast 413; "dry" majority. 13; Fourth 
ward, votes cast, 310; "wet" majority, 2; 
total "wet" majority, 20. 


In the first option election in Kendall- 


ville the "drys" won and for two years 
the city was without saloons. Then an- 
other election was held and the "wets 
won, since that time continuing 
hold.

Charles E. Hughes would rather have 


his' present job than 51r. Wilson's. He 
considers the supreme 
court of the 


United States as not inferior to the of- 
fice of chief executive. 
He thinks he 


can serve the nation better where he is, 
nnd he knows that lie will be happier 
there. 


And Justice Hughes isn't the first man 


who has licen so minded. William II. 
Taft, it may be remembered, wanted 
nbovo all other things, to be a supreme 
court judge, and ran for the presidency 
unwillingly. 


It is customary in America, if a man 


shows conspicuous ability in any public 
place, to begin immediately talking of 
him for the presidency. 
It is unfor- 


tunate that this is so. "There are many 
public jobs besides the presidency that 
demand first class men. Moreover, the 
nmbition that this practice incites tends 
to make a public man dissatisfied, view- 
ing whatever place he may hold as a 
mere stepping stone to something higher 
—when as a matter of fact, whether it 
bo a mayoralty or governorship or sen- 
atorship or judgeship or any of a dozen 
other forms of public service, it may be 
the ono place in which he can do his 
happiest work and render his most ef- 
fective service. Presidential ambitions 
have ruined far too many fine public 
careers in America.

The value of all this, too, will be immeasurcubly 
enhanced if it is predicated upon the basis of the wholesome support 
and assistance lo constituted authority in enforcement of law, and a 
determination that the home city must not only be prosperous as 
prosperity is measured by dollar and cents, but that it be "right!'

WAR IS SENDING 


DUTCH JAX UPWARD 


Advance Amounts to Nearly 


$5 Per Head Since Con- 


flict Began. 


The Hague, Netherlands, Nov. 10.— 


(Correspondence of the Associated Press) 
Tho Dutch people are to b* called upon 
to pay nearly five dollars per head more 
taxes every,year into the national «x 
chequer at a direct result of the war. 
Hitherto the annual taxation of the 
country has usually amounted to some 
thing over $80,000,000 In round figures, 
or about .$10.20 per capita; but tho new 
bill just laid before parliament bring! 
tho Annual total up lo approximately | 
$105,000,000, or $21 per capita. 


Besides increasing the ratio of already 


existing taxes, the j-ovornmcnt has de- 
clined to impose ones which directly af- 
fect capitalist*, holders of stocks and 
bonds, pensioners, persons not belonging 
14, tho army or navy, institutions enjoy- 
ing incomes from bequests, drawers of 
rtg'istcred documents, railroad and street 
cur travelers, smokers, card players, and 
possessors of more than one front name. 


Jtarie Willem Frederick Treub, min- 


ister of finance, who himself will come 
into the latter category, has the task 
before him of convincing tho Dutch pub- 
lic of the necessity of these inroads upon 
its income. It is generally 
assumed, 


however, in parliament 
circles, that 


Dutchmen ai a rule will coincide with 
him in the view that U is better to pay 
Hie higher taxes rendered necessary by 
the national defense than to leave the

Parts of Hungary. 


Budapest, Hungary, Nov. 10.—(Corre- 


spondence of The Associated Press).— 
Interned civilians in many parts of Hun- 
gary arc treated so leniently as to jus- 
tify the recent statement that their in- 
ternment is little more than formal. 
Most of the foreigners who remained in 
Hungary after the first month or two 
01' war wero of long standing in their 
communities and arc not even regarded 
a* in any way a menace to the welfare 
to the community. Although actually 
forced to live in formally assigned in- 
ternment camps, the trusted aliens arc 
given leave whenever they have a good 
reason to assign. For example, recently 
tho entire population—(only 24)—of an 
internment camp near Budapest, were 
given A week's leave to attend the races 
at Vienna. The Hirlap tells why they 
were compelled to return before their 
leave was up: 


"A party of visiting neutral journal- 


ists was being shown the capital a few 
days ago, and they asked if it would bj 
possible for them to visit one of the 
Hungarian internment camps. Applica- 
tion was made to the minister of the 
interior, and he immediately designated 
the camp at Alag, a village near the 
capital where twenty-four enemy aliens 
arc interned. 


"Two days before the date fixed for 


the visit the official in charge of intern- 
ment camps rang up Ilia Alag subordin- 
ate in order to advise him that the vis- 
itors were coming and that he should 
put the colony in order. The following 
conversation followed: 


'"Sec that everything is in order at 


your camp, an a dozen neutral news- 
paper men are coming to inspect, your 
prisoners.' 
- '"When arc thev coming t' 


"'Tuesday at noon.' 
'"But that's impossible." 
"'Whyt'" 
" 'Because the prisoners are not at 


home.' 
" 'Where arc they then 1' 
''"They went to Vienna to the horse 


races.' 


'••'Well then, the newspapermen will 


have to put up with those who remain," 
suggested the Budapest official. 


"'Yes, indeed,' came the reply, Tint 


none of them are at home. They even 
took their women folk with them. You 
BCC one cannot very well give permission 
to four or five and ignore the rest. I 


had to let all of them go/ 


"The Budapest official scratched h 


head a minuto and then ordered tcl 
grams sent to the prisoners in Vienr 
asking them to return at once, with h 
cpologica for disturbing their holiday."

New York Health Department Holds That Fake 


Nipples, Given As a "Comfort" Are Most Potent Cause 


Of Infant Mortality—Women Experts Explain Why the 


Germ-Communicating Pacifier Shbuld Be Abandoned 


Beware the deadly pacifier. This 


Is the warning of the New York 
Board of Health. It will cause mal- 
nutrition, adenoids, anaemia and 
many other diseases, is the further 
warning of the board. 


This scientific body recently has 


taken up a fight on what it calls the 
"deadly" pacifier and claims it has 
traced many sources of disease to 
the innocent little bit of rubber that 
is given a baby when it is fretful 
from teething or when it cries too 
long for no apparent reason. 


When a mother brings her baby 


to any of the hospitals or dispensa- 
ries in New York City the first act 
of the nurse or doctor in charge Is 
to -wrest away the "deadly" pacifier 
Ircrn the clinging, chubby hands. 
The baby may protest by its loud 
and dissatisfied cries, but what are 
the cries of a baby when medical 
•clence is concerned. 


The idea of the profession is that 


the pacifier is not sterilized and In 
this is it "deadly." U often drops on 
the floor. The mother picks it up, 
wipes it on her apron and restore* 
It to the crying infant. Some moth- 
ers don't even take the precaution 
of wiping the nipple or pacifier aft- 
er It rolls on the floor and this is 
one of the great causes of disease 
and Infant mortality, physicians ar- 
gue.For a nickel or for ten cents, a 
mother may purchase a whole life- 
time of trouble for herself and child. 
COSYEYOR 
OF GURUS. 


The pacifier acts as a main con- 


duit through which vicious germs 
may swarm through the mouth of 
the child. Its constant use is respon- 
sible for adenoids, malnutrition, in- 
fections of the respiratory organs 
and 
serious 
digestive 
disorders. 


Moreover this deadly instrument 
which is part of the every <lay equip- 
ment of at least a third of the chil- 
dren seen on the streets in all sec- 
tions of the country, distorts the 
child's Jaw and permanently dam- 
ages Its appearance. 


Dr. S. Josephine Baker, director 


of the city's Child Hygiene Bureau 
utterly condemns the pacifier and 
believes that laws should be passed 
through the country condemning Its 
use.She says: "In the first place th« 
pacifiers are always filthy. The 
pacifier Is dropped on the floor, wip- 
ed off with anything at hand and 
thrust into the baby's mouth with- 
out being boiled, thus serving as an 
ever fruitful source of germs. 


"Constant use of the pacifier de- 


Telops adenoids .and makes the baby 
a mouth-breather. It means a'so 
that the child will not inhale suffi- 
cient oxygen and consequently will 
Buffer anaemia. 


"As the child has failed to breath 


properly through his nose he be- 
comes languid, his appetite is im- 
pared and so since his appetite Is 
impaired since he does not cat prop- 
erly, his anaemic condition grows 
Worse. 


"With adenoids come serious ear 


troubles and deafness may develop. 
Mental lassitude or what appears to 
be mental stupidity Is also a fre- 
quent accompaniment of adenoids. 


"Anything that Interferes 
with 


proper breathing increase! the sus- 
ceptibility 
of contagious diseases. 


The tendency to tuberculosis is de- 
cidedly 
Increased 
by conditions 


which arise from the use of the paci- 
fier. 
PHODUCES 
MAlSTCTBITIOff. 


"As the continual use of this ap- 


pliance tends to make the mouth and 
gums sore and thus interfere with 
feeding we have another element 
that contributes to malnutrition. Se- 
rious digestive disorders are pro- 
moted by the use of the pacifier. The 
child who always has a pacifier in 
his mouth swallows a great deal too 
much saliva because the constant 
sucking of the comforter makes the 
saliva secrete too 9ft^f- 
This can- 


dition is liable t» SMf to colic and 
digestive troubles. 


"When there is added the infec- 


tion arising from the unclean condi- 
tion of the pacifier there are fre- 
quently produced the gastro-intes- 
tlnal diseases which are so serious 
and so often fatal to babies. This is 
particularly true In summer when 
babies arc less resistant to disease 
than in winter. 


"A minor ill that may arise from 


the use of the pacifier ia the disf K-

urement Ot the child's jaw. As the 
jaw of a baby is soft and the con- 
stant use of this appliance pushes it 
out of place and the disfigurement 
may be permanent. 


"It seems to me that' a strong in- 


dictment of the pacifier is that there 
Is so much to be said against it. and 
not a single thing to be said for it 
Except that it makes things easier 
for the mother. 
When the baby 


cries if the mother would investi- 
gate the trouble instead of thrust- 
ing the pacifier into his mouth it 
would help a good deal in the cam- 
paign to grow better babies. 


"Babies are much wiser than you 


think. When the baby is first given 
a pacifier to stop his crying it at 
once learns to cry in order to get 
the pacifier. Thus mother and baby 
become accustomed to this wretched 
habit 
SHOULD INVESTIGATE 
CRIES. 


"If between feeding times the baby 


cries without apparent causu it 
should certainly be investigated. Oft- 
en it is for some very simple thing 
that can easily be remedied. Some- 
times the baby is only thirsty. Grown 
persons seem never to think that a 
baby needs water now and then. A 
'drink of cool boiled water is good 
for a baby and often will stop his 
crying. Then lots of times babies 
cry because they have too many 
clothes on or because their clothes 


are too warm or tight. 


"The use of the pacifier is a lazy 


and Ignorant habit. 
But it is mie 


much more to ignorance than indo- 
lence in most cases. Many mothers 
are not. in the least aware that when 
they stop baby's cries by thrusting 
a pacifier into his mouth they may 
be robbing him of health and hap- 
piness in after life. 


"In the milk stations maintained 


by the city we tried to educate the 
mothers to throw away the pacifier, 
but in order that the work might be 
done on a large scale I should like 
to see a law prohibiting the sale of 
all such appliances." 


Miss Adelaide Thomas, head of the 


city's milk stations, 
one of whose 


duties is the summary removal of 
pacifiers from the mouths of all ba- 
bies that enter the stations thus 
said: 


"One of the worst features o£ the 


use of pacifiers is that the babies go 
to sleep with them in their mouths 
and thus become mouth breathers. 
Their lungs do not develop properly 
and they develop into narrow-breast- 
ed children. The pacifiers contribute 
their part to making rickety children 
and children burdened with all the 
ills of malnutrition. 


"But everything about a pacifier 


is bad and nothing is good. Babies 
who sleep with these comforters in 
their mouths are frequently affect- 
ed to their respiratory organs so that 


they become a prey to bronchitis 
and bronchial pneumonia. Then, too, 
the use of a pacifier vobs the baby 
of his natural right to a good hardy 
cry once in a while 
BUT CBYIXG IS 
NECESSARY. 


"This cry is absolutely necessary 


if his lungs and digestive organs are 
to be developed properly and his di- 
gestion to be of the best. A healthy 
well-cared for baby whose comfort 
is not neglected and who leads a 
normal life, is not apt to cry a great 
deal of the time even without a paci- 
fier." 


"While many mothers have taken 


the view that, the pacifier not only is 
harmless but is necessary the ma- 
jority of physicians in many parts 
of 1hc country have condemned its 
use, principally on the ground that 
it is unsanitary. It is a fact that . 
many babies will cast their pacifiers 
from them just to get their mothers 
to play with them by stooping over, 
picking It up and after wiping it off 
restoring it to the child's mouth. 
With some children it is the only 
way they have of obtaining the ma- 
ternal recognition during a busy day 
of household work and 
the baby 


takes advantage of this scheme. 


"It will contentedly chew or suck 


on the rubber bit for a long time and 
then will suddenly remember that 
the mother's face has not bent over 
the cradle or crib for more than an

"The mother will come running 


and finding the pacifier on the floor 
will conclude that the infant dropped 
it by accident.

strikes the floor the better are the 
chances of the child catching some 
disease.

"The most deadly of intestinal dis- 


eases are those that lurk in dust and 
impure water. Among them are the 
bacilli coli communis that cause 
cholera Infantum and colic.

"These bacilli on leaving their 


first host or victim are encysted. 
That is a sort of calcareous matter 
forms about them and they remain 
in sort of a negative state of life 
until they are communicated to their 
3CW host. Then the shell is disso'.v- 


ed by the hydrochloric acid of the 
stomach, the bacilli grow, into adult 
being and start their attack on th« 
intestines. 
"The typhoid bacilli are known to 


have been communicated in many 
cases through this method. A com- 
mon source of disease is the vegeta- 
ble patch where lettuce and celery 
that has not been washed cleanly is 
taken to the table with the bacilli 
still clinging to the leaves or stalks 
and the person who eats soon be- 
comes infected. 
Such Infection is 


more often the rule rather than the 
exception, if the history ' of such 
cases could be accurately traced. 


"Yet the same deadly germs that 


arc in the dust that deposits itself 
on vegetables and causes infection 
also are in the dust that blows Into 
homes and is left deposited on the 
carpets. If the baby's pacifier is dir- 
tied by this dust it is natural that 
the child will develop symptoms ot 
disease. 


"The Idea of physicians is that a 


baby is so tender and so open to dis- 
ease and yet so little able to combat 
it. that to have a healthy baby and 
to guarantee it all needed protection 
from harm no effort or 
precaution 


can be too great. They argue that 
it. is better to rather err on the sido 
of doing too much than to commit 
the fatal error of doing too little. 


"It is argued that babies of the 


poor, children that have no sanitary 
surroundings and even wallow in 
filth, are more healthy than the ba- 
bies of those who take greater cara 
of the infants' health." 


The best answer to this is the re- 


cent remark of a physician of tht 
. health department. He remarked: 


"One walking the streets of the 


Ghetto is impressed 
with the fre- 


quent saying that these children ar« 
stout and healthy because they ar« 
allowed to play in filth and U makes 
them strong. 
Yet the people who 


take this view cannot see beyond 
the closed blinds where many chil- 
dren who Have been subjected ta 
contact with filth and dirt are either 
dying or seriously 
ill of disease!

Amerir-anH not only subscribe to 


the upkeep but also to the construction 
of ships of their marine competitor?. 
U the United States is to take its prop- 
er place, it must not be content with 
mere rank:--it ranks quite high, ahead 
of France, Italy. Norway and Holland. 
Americans must have actual commercial 
sea power in proportion to their trade.
